They filled, and from that time tho 
power of the Iroquois over the TJela- 
wiren waned. 
He demonstiated his

He .-ucceeiled In jretUnK the DiMn- 


ivnres' wrongs adjusted and hla Influ- 
ence brought about n treaty oC po.ice 
which presented the French and Dela- 
ware a liance He had saved the Ohio 
valley to the English. His death ivns 
scarcely heroic. In the spring ol 1703 
111* house was set on fire during onp 
of his drunken debauches—probably 
by »on e of his Iroquolb enemies—and 
the olfl chief perished In the llames
